_I spent last night fumbling around 
making up a PARNET cable to join my 
old A500, equipped with the A570 CD- 
ROM drive bought at the WOC in 
Sydney in July, to my A1200. I had 
some old flat ribbon cable and went 
along to my closest Tandy store which 
could only supply one male DB25 
connector with solder joins and one 
with crimp pins. The latter were fiddly 
and difficult, but eventually I had 
something that looked right. After 
joining them up it took another hour of 
working on the A500 boot disk and 
getting the right startup file on the 
A1200 before the CD-ROM directory 
listing appeared in response to a dir 
NET:CD0O command. 


Previously, the A500 was downstairs 
and the A1200 upstairs. Now I can 
browse through my three CD-ROMs 
(which could take years) in comfort 
using the A1200 productivity screen. If 
you are starting off with CD- ROMs on 
an Amiga now, I can recommend just 
two disks to get you going and keep 
you going for some time. These are the 
latest Fish disk collection (FISH 1-900 
on one CD-ROM), which Ill say more 
about below, and the Aminet CD- 
ROM. The latter cost $38 (down from 
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$42 for CCUG members at Don 
Quixote) and contains 650 MB of files 
(many of them in .lha format so really 
much more) being the entire Amiga 
collection from the Internet 
international network. As the cover 
says: more than four thousand files, 
hundreds of utilities, lots of tech 
documents on Amiga hardware, heaps 
of sound files, source code for 
thousands of programs, many games, 
demos for hundreds of commercial 
programs, and more ...! 


We received a letter from Fred Fish last 
month to say that all Fish disks from 
1000 on will be distributed by him on 
CD-ROM only. The club managed to 
get an A570 for $199 from Video and 
Audio last month, so we will continue 
to be able to get our Fish PD promptly 
direct from Fred. Of course a CD-ROM 
holds a lot more than a monthly batch 
of 10 3.5" Fish disks, so Fred is 
working out just how to fill the rest of 
the space. Meanwhile, the Fish 1-900 
CD-ROM (by Hypermedia) has just 
been released and the club put in an 
order for eight. I don’t think it was 
enough because as of this writing only 
two were left - but give me a ring to 
order one if you want and if necessary 
we will order more. The cost - only $45 
if posted to you, or $40 if picked up at a 
meeting. By buying direct in bulk from 
Fred himself, we can get then to you for 
much less than Australian retailers will 
sell them. Members only! 


I don’t want to turn this into a CD- 
ROM column, but... l have also got a 
copy of the new CDPD-III disk. The 
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usual mix of some Fish, lots of other 
PD, images, clip art and so on, but 
interestingly a directory containing the 
uncompressed complete text of 
hundreds of "classic" books. That is 
correct, hundreds, from War and Peace 
to Ben Hur to Moby Dick to true 
classics from Plato and assorted other 
Ancient Greeks to heaps of 
Shakespeare to the complete bible 
(twice - once as one humungous file 
and again as separate chapters) to the 
Koran and Buddha to Andersens fairy 
tales to Chaucer, Swift, Twain and 
Wilde. I think you get the idea. I don’t 
think many people will read books this 
way, Or even print them out, but you 
can search them for sayings and 
references, put them through text 
analysis programs or whatever you can 
think of that a computer can do better 
than yourself. 


Back at the WOC in Sydney in July, I 
let the man from Amazing Computing 
talk me into a subscription to that 
magazine at what seemed like a low 
rate. I received the first issue today, the 
September one, and the front page is a 
picture of Sydney! Not that I think 
many people around the world will 
realise that the Centrepoint tower and 
Hilton hotel just visible around the head 
of the cover photo of Garry Rayner, the 
local inventor of OpalVision, was 
actually Sydney. The Roomers column 
by Bandito makes particularly good 
reading in this issue. It analyses 
Commodores parlous financial state, 
with sales for the first quarter of 1993 
down 40% compared to last year and 
the share price down 70% (to less than 
$US3 from $US20 two years ago). 
What did the company pay the genius’ 
who made all the clever marketing 
decisions? Only $US2,000,000 for 
CEO Mehdi Ali, making him the fourth 
highest paid executive in the USA 
computer industry, and $US1,750,000 
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for Chairman Gould who comes in at 
seventh highest. However the sales 
drop has led to enormous staff cuts, 
especially in the USA, and they have 
decided to drop their PC-clone line 
completely which was responsible for 
most of the sales drop. Gould owns 
19% of the company and this year 
loaned it $17 million to help it out - ay 
11.75% interest and secured p 

inventory, so he’s not risking much 
there and making better than ban; 
interest at the same time. Exactly ag | 
found myself last month, the Banditg 
reported that "In the US, the market fo, 
the Amiga as a home computer has al] 
but disappeared ...". In the end they ar 

optimistic that Commodore wil] trade 
out of this (they have to be!) but it ean 
be that the low stock price will regu}; ; 

a new owner before then! Good 
reading.

Brilliance 


A review from UseNet

Brilliance works with all Amigas 
with a minimum 1 megabyte of RAM. 


COPY PROTECTION 
A hardware device (dongle) must 


be plugged into the joystick port. Also, 
the user must enter a serial number the 
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first time Brilliance is installed. The 
dongle makes this copy protection quite 
annoying, but Brilliance is still worth it.

Brilliance is actually two 
programs. "Brilliance" is register color 
only (no HAM) with 2, 4, 8, 16, 32, ang 
Extra Halfbright (EHB); and on AG A 
64, 128 and 256 colors 
“TrueBrilliance" is true color (15-bit or 
24-bit) in memory and uses HAM (or 
HAMSB8) for display. A single program 
would seem to make more Sense: but 
considering how differently they treat 
some of the functions, one program 
would be too large. 


Many people have Deluxe Paint 
and several are using the AGA version’ 
DPaint has become the benchmark to 
which any other paint/animation 
program is compared. The biggeg; 
difference with Brilliance is speed: tha. 
magnify mode comes up instantly. the 
menus can be toggled off and on easi] : 
and the drawing tools are ver 
responsive. I’1ll make Othe 
comparisons with DPaint as I discugs 
other features. : 


Brilliance’s user interface ; 
composed of stackable, button-on] 
slices of screens. There are no drop_ 
down menus; and as you move the 


. pointer over various tools, a Window 


tells you the name of that tool. This 
makes it very easy to get workin 

quickly. You can stack Slices all the 
way up to the top of the screen and stil] 
make them vanish with the tap of the 
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SPACE bar. In Brilliance, drawing 
Operations occur in real time, but in 
TrueBrilliance, there is a lag after you 
finish a drawing operation when it is 
updating its 24-bit internal image. 
Also, brush and filled tools will do a 
temporary preview before you release 
the button. For example, if you have a 
gradient-filled rectangle with 
transparency turned on, Brilliance will 
draw the rectangle, transparency and 
all, if you hold the mouse still. But 
then you can still move the pointer and 
reshape the rectangle before 
committing it. 


Brilliance has all of the standard 
drawing tools, but some have extensive 
control. The rectangle and 
circle/ellipse tools allow you to draw 
either from the center or the corner. 
The curve tool has a Bezier curve mode 
where you place four control points and 
can then move them freely before 
committing the drawing with the right 
mouse button. I wish all of the tools 
could use the control point approach. 


The Text tool supports scalable 
fonts, and unlike Deluxe Paint (where 
you type right on the screen), you type 
into a requester and the text becomes 
the current brush. But just like DPaint, 
you cannot create text with a gradient -- 
you have to place it down first then fill 
it. 


Although the airbrush tool is more 
adjustable than DPaint’s, providing 
radius, focus and shape, it is still just a 
sprinkle-brush and not a true airbrush. 
It is virtually impossible to get a soft 
looking line -- it always gets over- 
dithered. This is a particularly major 
disappointment with TrueBrilliance 
where a soft airbrush should be possible 
(all other 24-bit paint programs have it) 
and was done in Digital Creations’ own 
DCT VPaint. 
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If you make a mistake, there’s an 
UNDO button. And if you made two or 
more mistakes, you can keep hitting 
UNDO again and again, removing parts 
of your drawing. Then you can REDO 
and add back what you just took away. 
UNDO/REDO is modified by sizing the 
buffer that holds your changes. 


Brilliance has a good variety of 
drawing modes, all of which are well 
implemented. They are: (Solid) Color, 
Tint, Colorize, Brighten, Darken, 
Stencil (Draw), Mix, Smooth, Smear, 
Avg Smear, Range, Cycle, Random, 
Dither 1 and 2, Negative, Halfbright (in 
EHB mode) and Not. Stencil lets you 
modify the shape of the stencil with 
drawing tools, Range cycles colors you 
draw over according to the current 
gradient. Dither is a selectable (usually 
checkerboard) pattern. You can always 
toggle between Color and whatever 
mode you have selected. 


Gradient modes are: Horizontal, 
Vertical, Linear, Highlight, Spherical 
and Radial. Gradients are created by 
clicking and placing colors on a 
scrollable clothesline. You can alter a 
numerical value that will give more 
apparent colors than the ones you place 
down. That relieves you from having 
to select all of the colors of a range in 
the palette -- you could just pick the 
two ends. 


Brushes can be sized, flipped, 
bent, sheared, rotated or outlined. You 
can have eight alternative brushes, each 
represented by an icon on the brush 
screen. Brushes can be loaded from or 
saved to the Clipboard. Animbrushes 
are fully supported with morphing. 
You can really appreciate the buttons- 
based design if you’ve used DPaint’s 
menus and windows for animbrushes. 
The morphing is not bad, but the 
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regions that are created in the process 
are divided by what looks like lightning 
bolts. For real morphing, you’ll want a 
real morphing program. 


_ The Stencil operates in two ways - 
- Dy colors and by drawing shapes. 
Color selection is easy by toggling on 
the ever-present selection palette or you 
can lasso an area on the screen and all 
the colors inside get chosen. Switching 
between color selection and drawing 
shapes is a breeze. TrueBrilliance has a 
color variance feature to get a range of 
colors by selecting just one. One 
interesting effect is that the stencil will 
warp gradients that are drawn 
overlapping it. 


For those of you who use DPaint, 
animation is probably either a practiced 
science or a mystical art. With 
Brilliance, it is straightforward and fast. 
DPaint AGA is notoriously slow and 
even locks up when you try to play 
some animations. A drag-bar in 
Brilliance allows you to scroll through 
the frames; and if you move too fast, it 
skips until you stop on one. Frames can 
be created, added, deleted and copied. 
Similar to the Move Requester of 
DPaint is the Tween screen. Tweening 
allows you to animate a brush over all 
or part of an animation in X, Y, Z 
movement and rotation as well as 
Opacity. Each aspect can be 
independently set for ease-in or ease 
out. And the best part is you can edit 
the position and rotation of the start and 
end values both numerically and 
visually (with a special editing screen). 
Unfortunately you cannot load or save 
these numbers, which would allow 
more complex paths. You can do a 
wireframe preview and if you don’t like 
it after rendering, you can UNDO it, 
frame by frame. 


Brilliance uses custom file 


requestors which have various buttons 
relevant to different types of files. One 
common function is an Info button that 
will tell you about a file you have 
located with the requestor (like image 
format or number of frames). 
Brilliance can load register based 
images with up to 256 colors, grey 
scale images , and DCTV display 
images. TrueBrilliance can load HAM 
HAMB, and 15 or 24-bit pictures. Both 
can read/write ANIM OPTS (the olg 
standard) and ANIM OPT 8. 


DOCUMENTATION 


Documentation is a single, sma]| 
spiral-bound book. It containg 
Installation, Tutorials and Reference fo; 
both Brilliance and TrueBrilliance, The 
Tutorials are comprehensive but not 
exciting. The Reference is extreme} 
useful in explaining the few things that 
aren’t apparent just by using the 
program. 


LIKES AND DISLIKES 


Everything is well organized ang 
operates smoothly. I just wish they hag 
gone a little further in some atea 
rather than just doing what everyo,2 
else already had in a paint Progra . 
(like more flexible animation frame 
editing). Also, there’s no ARexy .~ 
support for third party graphics board." 


Here’s one complaint aby 
Brilliance. I enjoy the way that Dpavtt 
lets you interrupt anything with th, : 
SPACE bar or ESCape. You could also 
switch from a rectangle to a line to 
circle in mid-action. You can’t q 
either with Brilliance. Not everythj, 
can be aborted or changed. 8 


COMPARISONS TO OTHER 
PRODUCTS 


_ OE EEE sr, 
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I have been comparing this to 
DPaint a lot and my verdict is: keep 
DPaint on your hard drive for a few 
weeks while you get used to Brilliance. 
But soon you won’t need DPaint. Since 
TrueBrilliance lacks a real airbrush as 
well as alpha (transparency) mapping, 
you'll still need a program like ADPro, 
ImageFX or OpalPaint. Those 
programs also have many more drawing 
modes and file formats. 


BUGS 
None found. 
VENDOR SUPPORT 


I haven’t had any problems 
serious enough to call Digital Creations 
yet. I also own DCTYV, which also was 
very stable in its first release- and soon 
the 1.1 version came out which added 
the features many thought were missing 
in 1.0. I expect the same to happen 
with Brilliance. 


WARRANTY 


The warranty is 90 days and 
requires the customer to pay all 
shipping charges.

First off, let me state that I thought long 
and hard about which newsgroup to 
post this in. Not all of it is directly 
hardware-related, but I wanted a big 
audience, and I refuse to subscribe to 
.advocacy, so I chose -hardware. I 
thought about .announce, but I couldn’t 
find Dan Zerkle’s email address, and all 
the articles have expired at our site, so I 
couldn’t look it up. If he wants to post 
this, or if Dan Barrett wants to post this 
to comp.sys.amiga.reviews, it’s not a 
problem. 


I only attended Saturday, and only 
attended the two seminars by CBM: 
one about Commodore’s plans, and the 
second about the FMV card for the 
CD32. I took detailed notes at the first 
one, but left my notebook in the car 
when we went for lunch, and didn’t 
have it for the second one. 


The first seminar was by Jim Dionne, 
president of C= US, and Lew 
Eggebrecht, VP Engineering for C=. 

Jim started out by recapping C=’s 
performance over the last year. 
Obviously it wasn’t good, but he gave 
some good reasons. First of all, 80% of 
C=’s business is in Europe, and the 
worldwide recession hit Europe hard 
last year, as it did the US in 90-91. The 
dollar rose against the British pound 
and the Deutsche mark, so that meant 
less money for C= (because most of 
their business is in non-US currencies). 
European PC margins finally began 
eroding as they did in the US a couple 
of years ago. Due to this, C= had large 
inventory writedowns and other 
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accounting losses. Jim stressed that 
most of the loss was not an operating 
loss, and intimated that the company is 
still healthy operating-wise. 


He then explained the company’s re-org 
plan. C= will de-emphasize PC’s and 
concentrate on Amigas, since that’s 
their area of expertise. Like most 
companies, they are reducing staff, 
consolidating, and streamlining their 
Operations to reduce costs. A few 
major changes will be: 


1) changing the current policy of a 
distribution center in each 
country to having 2 or 3 major 
distribution centers for all of 
Europe, 

2) Consolidating manufacturing to 
their new plant in the Phillippines, 

3) their new and exciting products. 


Specific to the US, Jim said: 

1) C=will no longer sell direct to 
dealers -- they’ ll sell to a few 
regional distributors only. This 
will allow them to streamline 
paperwork, accounting, etc. 

2) They’ve out-sourced their service 
program. Jim admitted that C=’s 
service has had problems, and 
out sourcing it to acompany that 
only focuses on service will 
improve it. 

3) C= will emphasize the 4000 in the 
video and animation markets. 
The 1200 is a tough sell against 
386/486 systems, and while not 
abandoning the line, they’re not 
going to put much behind it. 


Some other notes: 

1) C= will *really* stress the CD32, 
not just as a game machine, but 
for kiosk and corporate training 
/presentation systems. 

2) The 4000T will be out before 
year-end. Features include 2 
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video slots, SCSI on the 
motherboard, 5 Z3 slots, and 5 
drive bays. 

3) The CD32 will be introduced on a 
limited scale in the US in Nov. 
(One of the main reasons is C= 
can’t build enough to satisfy the 
projected demand -- the 
Phillipines plant is producing 
20,000 each week.) The full-scale 
media blitz will begin with the 
January CES show in Las Vegas. 
MSRP will be under $400 for the 
base unit. 

4) The CD32 will be sold 
“everywhere Sega is sold." That 
means Wal-Mart and similar 
Stores. Jim said they were 
considering some new advertising 
ideas, and specifically mentioned 
30-minute info-mercials as a 
distinct possibility. 

5) The CD32-compatible add-on CD 

drives for AGA Amigas will be 

available after the introduction of 
the FMV card for the CD32 in 

November. 

The cost of a CD32 + FMV card 

will be less than a 3DO system.

Lew Eggebrecht’s talk was composed 
of 2 parts: the CD32, and the status 
of development projects at C=. 


The CD32 project began at the same 
time as the 1200. C= learned a lot from 
CDTV, one of the most important of 
which was if you advertise it as being 
able to do all this stuff (as CDTV was), 
consumers get confused. So, with 
CD32, they designed another highly- 
expandable system, but aren’t going to 
tell consumers about it. It will be 
advertised as a game machine, period. 
(Until more software/hardware comes 
out, then they can tell consumers, "By 
the way, your CD32 can do that and 
that and that, too.") Also, C= spent a 
lot of time asking customers, 
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developers, etc., what they wanted, and 
Lew thinks they’ve done it. 


Since it’s being billed as a games 
machine, it has to be competitive with 
Sega. At it’s intro price of #299UK, 
it’s less than the Sega CD unit, and 
approximately 15X more performant. 


Here are some technical specs: 


* AGA chipset, Motorola 68EC020, 
2MB RAM (Chip), IMB ROM 
(ADOS 3.1). 

* Sony CD mechanism with C= 
microcode (2X multisession- 
apable) (that means it can read 
PhotoCD’s, but no Kodak license 


yet :() 

* 1KB EEPROM for hiscore tables, 
bookmarks, etc. 

* 4voice Amiga stereo, 16-bit CD 
stereo, stereo line out, headphone 
jack w/volume control 

* RF out (built-in modulator), 

composite out, S-Video out (Lew 

Said that S-Video out gives 

dramatic video improvement) 

with the AGA chipset, every pixel 
can be a different color at 

standard TV resolutions. (I 

suppose that’s not the case if 

you're using S-Video.) 

Aux. port with 2 serial ports, 

compatible with the Amiga 

keyboard. Possible add-ons 
include infrared boxes, virtua] 
reality periphs. 

* Expansion bus in back for 1 card. 
Contains full CPU bus, full 
video bus, full audio bus. (The 
MPEG card needs all of those.) 

* 2 controller ports, with the 
capability to daisy-chain 8 

controllers per port. That’s right. 
You could have a 16-player 
game. BIW, the unit comes with 
1 controller. Additional ones will 
be sold separately. 
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Let’s talk software. The CD32 will play 
audio CD’s, CD+G CD’s, some CDT V 
CD’s, and Karaoke (aka VideoCD) 
CD’s, in addition to CD32 titles. One 
thing he mentioned is that a company is 
currently putting all of the classic Star 
Trek titles on VideoCD for sale next 
year. (heh heh, cool, heh heh.) 


Regarding the CDTV titles, Lew stated 
that 130 titles were made for CDTV. C= 
researched the 30 most popular titles, 
and bent over backward to make sure 
that those 30 work on CD32. I requested 
a list from a C= person; Ill post it when 
it gets here. For a change, C= didn’t 
have to pay developers to develop for 
CD32. People were so excited about the 
new platform, they developed on their 
own. Lew said that there *will* be 50 
titles available by Christmas, and the 
actual number will probably be closer to 
75. One reason C= is excited about their 
prospects for CD32 is production costs. 
Cartridge cases cost about $10-$20 each, 
and since they’re burned-in PROMs, 
they require a 6-8 week lead time. CD’s 
on the other hand, cost about $1 each, 
and need no lead time -- mastering 
houses can pump out 20,000 CD’s every 
day. In the final analysis, producing CD- 
games costs about 1/2 what producing 
cartridge games does. Here it is, the last 
part. 


Lew finished his talk by discussing some 
of the ongoing projects at C=. 


AAA chipset: 


First pass of silicon has been completed, 
and they had the OS up and running, 
"blitting around 24-bit objects" and such. 
Second silicon pass is scheduled for this 
month. C= expects to have a full- 
functioning AAA Amiga system by 
1Q94. Systems could be shipped by 
3Q94, unless multiple more silicon 
passes are required. 
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4000 Tower: 


Production of this system has been 
delayed by the rampup of CD32. There 
was a System (open to view) at the 
Commodore booth with a big sticker 
Saying something like, "This product has 
not yet received FCC approval -- Not for 
Sale." As I stated in part 1, they expect it 
to ship by year-end. 


4091 SCSI-2 card: 


My notes get sketchy. Something about 
"negotiations with 3rd parties not yet 
completed". C= is restarting production 
and the 4091 should be available in 6-8 
weeks. 


DSP board: 


Project put on hold by CD32. Will be 
restarted after Jan 1. | 


CD add-on for AGA Amigas: 


Will ship before year end, maybe slightly 
after Christmas. 


RTG: 


Will be coupled with new AAA system, 
mid-late next year. 


Networking: 


This was a little distressing. C= is 
willing to give their networking 
technology away to a 3rd party, basically 
for free. Seems like they have no 
networking expertise left in-house and 
are counting on someone else to take up 
the slack. If I only had a few hundred 
thousand to start my own company.... 


AmigaDOS 3.1: 


Available 6-8 weeks. First release will 
be for A4000, later for older machines, 
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but it will have a different nomenclature 
(i.e., it won’t be called AmigaDOS 3.1). 


RISC: 


First, Lew rhetorically asked, "Why 
RISC?" He answered himself by saying 
that it would add graphics accelleration, 
i.e., realtime 3D rendering, and multiple 
OS support like Windows NT and 
UNIX. He said that C= has not made a 
final decision yet, and listed some of the 
choices, with pros and cons. He did say 
that the Alpha was probably beyond 
C=’s desired price point, and hinted that 
PA-RISC (by Hewlett-Packard) looks 
attractive due to their good multimedia 
Support. (My bet is this is the one C= 
picks.) 


He stressed that C= will continue to 
support the Motorola line and 
AmigaDOS, and that anything for RISC 
would be in additionto AmigaDOS. 
Target for an Amiga RISC system is 
1995. 


Regarding the Motorola line, Lew said 
he met with execs at Motorola last week, 
and support of the 68060 is assured, and 
Motorola even said they will continue to 
provide stuff beyond the 68060. 


[end of Dionne/Eggebrecht seminar] 


The second seminar I attended was by 
Jeff Porter and 77? (whoops, I forgot his 
name) from C= International. Let me 
first say that Jeff Porter is absolutely 
hilarious and I’d really enjoy working for 
him (yeah, right, like that’s ever gonna 
happen). 


As I said in part one, I didn’t take notes 
at this, so there’s a lot I’ve forgotten. 
What I do remember are the demos of 
the board. I can sum up my impressions 
in 3 words: Absolutely Freakin’ 
Amazing. They had a demo CD with 3 
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music videos on it: Bon Jovi’s "Blaze of 
Glory", one by Enya, and Seal’s "Killer". 
They had a projection-TV setup, and I’m 
serious -- you could not tell it wasn’t 
broadcast. Full-screen, full-motion 
video. The presenters pointed out 
artifacts like the sun reflecting off Jon 
Bon Jovi’s guitar, but it was *really* nit- 
picky. You have to know what you’re 
looking for, and probably have the 
original next to it to differentiate. 


The interface for the VideoCD is very 
similar to the CDTV audio CD interface. 
It’s a little cleaner, though, and the 
"compact disc digital audio" logo is a 
nice touch. 


They spent some time talking about 
MPEG and VideoCD technology, which 
bored most everyone. The demos were 
the thing, and they were mind- blowing. 
Some final thoughts. There have been a 
lot of threads about C= is doomed, C= 
can’t do anything right, etc. (and I don’t 
mean just on .advocacy, because I don’t 
read that one). Well, from what I saw at 
WOCA, C= is doing some things right. 
It seemed very clear to me that they’re 
betting the farm on CD32 (Jim Dionne 
said they expect it to be the next C64 
which sold 17 million units). If you guys 
want to save C=, buy a CD32 and tel] 
your friends (not just your Amiga 
friends, but your Sega/Nintendo-playing 
friends) to buy one, as well. Stop 
whining about, “will it plug into my 
1200/4000/3000?" Buy it to replace 
your Nintendo. Invite your friends over 
after you get one so they can see all the 
cool games you have, then tell them it’s 
less than the Sega CD system, and 
*way* less than 3DO. Try doing 
something constructive to help, rather 
than whining all the time.

as the most powerful HOME computer yet. 
Yet as the years go by, newer and more 
powerful machines are finding their way 
onto the market, providing many options in 
computing that people seem to want. So 
why do users still persist with the 64/128 
machines ? 





The one thing that many people do when 
buying a computer is that they do things the 
wrong way around. More often than not, 
they look firstly at the most powerful 
machine they can get for their money, then 
at what software and support is available. 
Only then when they get the beast home 
and set it up do they realise that it either 
won’t do what they want or it has so many 
features (that they have paid for) that they 
don’t really need. 


A more correct approach to this type of 
venture would be to firstly work out for 
yourself "What do I want the computer to 
do for me‘?". Once this has been 
established, you should look at what 
software you would need to achieve this, 


and finally, what type of hardware would 
be required to run it. 


When I originally looked last year at a 
possible upgrade in hardware, I have to 
admit, I took the first approach. 
Fortunately, finacial pressures held me back 
from the purchase. Since that time I have 
spoken to others who bought the same as 
what I intended to, and found it would have 
been a costly mistake.I then sat down and 
thought. What do I REALLY want from my 
computer ? I needed Word Processing, 
Database capabilities, a good range of 
utility software, somthing that was 
relatively easy to program with a 
reasonable amount of memory, and good 
data storage. When I thought about it, my 
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C-64 filled most of the qualifications, 
except for the memory and disc space. 


So I went searching again, not for a new 
computer, but what I could get to enhance 
what I had. Let’s face it, a computer can be 
as powerful as the additional chips, boards, 
and peripherals available will let it. And 
what I found was a veritable bonanza. 


Things such as memory expansion, 3.5 inch 
disc drives (Densities to 3.2 Mb if you 
want) and even hard drives are available 
from a company in Newcastle. Another 
company in Newcastle also still stocks C- 
64 software. And recently I have also had 
word via another newsletter of a company 
in Tasmania who still stocks C-64 books & 
literature, and will even order from 
overseas if what you want is not in stock at 
present. 


From America came word of a company 
called Software Hut which dealt with C-64 
gear. A recent letter from them indicated 
they still sell 1581’s and 1571’s, and they 
are also the technical reference point in 
America for the 64/128 machines on behalf 
of Commodore itself. 


Now I do admit, I have already installed a 
Jiffydos ROM to my system unit and disc 
drives, which has enhanced the capabilities 
of my machine somewhat. In the near 
future, I hope to be able to add a 3.5" drive 
to my system, firstly for the storage 
volume, and secondly for the MeSsyDos 
compatability needed for a Uni course next 
year. But there is a whole range of goodies 
you can hook up to your machine to make it 
run faster, store more data, etc. What I have 
elaborated on is only a fraction of what is 
STILL avaiable for our machines. 


So, to all our 8 bit users, I say Nil 
Desparandum. If you want any of the 
information regarding the hardware and 
software that is available, all you have to do 
is ask. Ask me at the Main meeting, ask me 
on the BBS, ask me any time you like. I 
will only be too happy to pass on the 
information I have, saving you the costs of 
multiple STD and ISD calls and postage.

Basically, any host adapter supporting either the Commodore SCSI direct command 
(HD_SCSICMD) or block sizes of 2048 bytes using DoIOQ will do. You can 
check for SCSI direct command compatibility using a tool like "SCSI-lister" (found 
on Aminet, in the disk/moni directory), or "SCSIutil" (found on Fish Disk 669). 


MakroSystem’s Evolution (with 3.0 ROM) works with the Xetec CDFS in DoIOQ) 
mode. Thanks to Torsten ’Milano’ Fruehauf for letting me test the CDFS on his 
Amiga.

Although not listed specifically, I’ll take for granted that the Xetec CDFS supports 
State-of-the-art drives like Toshiba’s XM 3401, NEC’s CDR 74-1 or the Apple CD 
300 (a.k.a. Sony CDU 561), too. 


The Xetec CDFS runs quite fine on either AmigaDOS 1.3 and 2.x. I have also 
verified compatibility with both 68000 and 68030 processors. 


COPY PROTECTION 


The Xetec CDFS driver software can be installed only from the original driver disk. 
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MACHINE USED FOR TESTING 
My test setup includes:

REVIEW 


The Xetec CDFS comes as a bundle containing the program disk, two CD-ROM 
discs, and the manual. The installation of the software takes a few minutes and is 
easy accomplished: once you’ve fired up the installation program, you just click 
around to specify your controller, drive type and options. The installation then 
copies all of the needed system files to their respective drawers, and creates a 
"XetecCDROM" drawer where it places your choice of support files. I was pleased 
to see that the installation is AmigaDOS 2.1/3.0 aware, which means that it creates 
a proper DosDriver icon instead of a Mountlist entry. 


The installation program, on the other hand, does not conform to Commodore Style 
Guide rules, so it looks a little bit outdated on my system. 


Once installed, the Xetec CDFS had no troubles running all my usual discs. I tried 
the usual set of mean tricks, like feeding it the non-ISO CDTV “Welcome Disk", 
and a CD-ROM mastered my Profit Press. The XA file structure on the first test 
disc was graciously ignored, and did not lead to a system crash. The second test 
case involves a very long volume name: the Profit Press CD-ROMs seem to be 
notorious for padding their discs’ labels with "_" characters. The Xetec CDFS 
correctly truncated this label to 31 characters, thus enabling me to run SID 2.0 and 
the Magic File Requester, and possibly many more programs that tend to fail on 
those volume names. (Note: the volume name length should in theory not be 
limited, but I’ve been told that 31 plus a terminating 0x00 character is the standard 
set by Commodore’s filesystems.) 


Next, I tried to determine any significant increase or decrease in performance in 
comparison to the AsimCDFS, which I regularly use. The only difference I could 
make out was a small speed increase on the Xetec CDFS when dealing with small 
files. On larger files, those differences smoothed out, so I’d say they’re both 
approximately equivalent speedwise. 


I toyed around with the CDTV support a little bit, and was quite disappointed. I 
tried to get my "Defender of the Crown" to work, hoping that the CDTV emulation 
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would play digital audio from CD. Well, no such luck. When I tried the supplied 
standard CDTV startup, it just bugged out on me, leaving me with a black screen 
and a spinning CD-ROM. Very impressive! I could get "Defender" to run by 
Starting it manually from a shell, but then I still lacked digital audio. I did not 
pursue testing farther than this; mainly because I do not own other CDTYV titles with 
digital audio tracks. Anyways, CD32 emulation is the word of the day, isn’t it? :-) 


I was also unable to test Photo CD support since my CDR-74 drive steadfastly 
refuses to read PhotoCD XA. 


I would like to hear from other users of their experiences with the Xetec CDFS, as I 
had my review copy only for a limited time. 


DOCUMENTATION 


The Xetec CDFS comes with an AS spiral bound Owners Manual of 64 pages. In 
the first half, it covers everything you need to know about the installation of a CD- 
ROM drive as well as the Xetec drivers. I found the instructions very easy to 
follow, so that even a novice should have no major problem with them. The rest of 
the manual explains about the supplied utility programs, Macintosh HFS support, 
and CDTV emulation. 


Programming examples for the CDx.device and the ARexx port of the Xetec CDFS 
are found in the Programming and ARexx subdirectories of the Xetec drawer on 
your system disk. For ARexx Programmers, there’s a short manual page detailing 
the supported commands of the Xetec CDFS function host. The usage of the 
commands is further illustrated in a bunch of well documented sample ARexx 
programs. The C programmer’s support consists of a function list conforming to 
Commodore’s "AutoDoc" layout, the necessary include files, and some example 
source code. 


LIKES AND DISLIKES 


The Xetec installation program is quite nice, but I would have preferred a more 
AmigaDOS 2.x-like approach. Why not install the software and drivers using an 
Installer script, and then have a real Preferences program where one can set options 
and such? 


I think selection of HFS forks using superscript 1 and 2 as file name suffixes is a 
little bit cryptic to say the least. But since I’ve yet to encounter HFS discs, I can 
live with that. 


Having the CDTV emulation around is surely nice - if it only would work properly 
in all circumstances. 
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COMPARISON TO OTHER SIMILAR PRODUCTS 


The Xetec CDFS 1.651 release compares quite favourably to the older Asimware 
AsimCDFS 1.1c. For one thing, the Xetex CDFS offers the potentially faster data 
transfer using the Dos.library’s DoIO() function with 2 KB blocks. 


The ARexx function host of the Xetec CDFS offers a very complete command set 
which is in my opinion superior to that of AsimCDFS. [MODERATOR’S NOTE: 
AsimCDFS itself has no ARexx port, but the AsimTunes audio CD player program 
does. - Dan] However, one should bear in mind that the new Version 2.0 of 
AsimCDFS is about to be released. 


BUGS 


At least on my machine, the installation/preferences program fails to close its 
screen when terminating. 


VENDOR SUPPORT 


Xetec operates a BBS where registered users can obtain software updates as well as 
leave feedback to the makers of the Xetec CDFS. 


WARRANTY 


Xetec offers all registered customers one year of warranty on their CD-ROM 
system (obviously including the CD-ROM drive, if you purchased a bundled 
package). 


CONCLUSIONS 


The Xetec CDFS seems to be a good product, and if you’re thinking of joining the 
ever growing group of Amiga CD-ROM owners, this should probably be among 
your choices.
